Congress is Ready for 
Adjournment. 


Members Will Soon Leave Their 
Arduous Labors 


To Tarry Awhile With Their 
Constituents. 


A Resolution for Closing Up 
Shop Today. 


The Populists Elated With the Prospects— 
Senator Stewar: and His Silver Biti— 
Chinese Extension Measure— 
California Land Sales. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Populists in 
Congress are elated over the prospect- 
ive result of the fight for uncondi- 
tional repeal, and claim it will mass 
the advocates of free silver in the 
South and West under their banner. 
They say they expect to capture the 
Presidency in 1896, and are already 
seriously discussing candidates. There 
is a strong sentiment in favor of Jerry 
Simpson, and Senator Peffer has a 
following, but Mr. Allen of Nebraska, 
who held the Senate for fifteen hours, 
seems to have charmed the members 
of his party in the House to such an 
extent that he is now enjoying the 
Presidential boom. 

Mr. Watson of Georgia is spoken of 
for Vice-President. 

Speaker Crisp and Gen. Catchings, 
of the Committee on Rules, had a con- 
ference this morning, and decided to 
report a resolution for final adjourn- 
ment tomorrow at 3 p.m. The House 


was ready to adjourn today, but the 
Senate was desirous of disposing of the 


Chinese bill, if possible, and of the 
nominations sent in by the President. 

All nominations which fail of con- 
firmation: when the Senate adjourns 
lapse, and must be sent to the Senate 
again. The nomination over which 
there is the most contention is that of 
Judge Hornblower of New York for a 
place on the Supreme bench. The gen- 
eral belief is that Senator Hill has ef- 
fected a combination against him, and 
that he will be defeated. 

Representative Cooper of Indiana has 
introduced a bill in the House authoriz- 
ing the States to tax national bank 
notes and greenbacks, and all other 
notes,. circulating as money. 

Senator Stewart came promptly to 
the front today, with a bill for the free 
coinage of) silver, thus confirming his 
statement’ made in the Senate that the 
fight for silver is to be continued. 


ver coins, which are to be issued on 
the basis of the ratio of 16 to 1. Under 
the provisions of the bill the holders of 
silver can deposit it at the mint and 
receive in exchange silver dollars or 
treasury notes. 
are to be redeemable in silver coin only, 
which is a change from the usual form 
which requires their redemption in 
either silver or gold.

Committee on Appropriations, presented 
a conference report on the urgency de- 
ficiency bill, and asked the House to 
insist on its disagreement to the Senate 
amendment to pay $21,000 to Senate em- 
ployees for work done during the recess 
of the Fifty-first Congress. He ex- 
plained that this claim should have 
come out of the contingent fund of the 
Senate, and that the last Congress re- 
fused to pay it. The House, by a vote of 
120 to 4, decided not to recede from its 
position. Then the House adjourned. 


THE A. P. A. 


Members of Congress Receive a Card Setting 
Forth Its Principles. 

WASHINGTON, jNov. 2.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Many Congressmen 
received today a card from the Ameri- 
can Protective Association, whose 
methods in the elections in Michigan 
and elsewhere were so severely at- 
tacked in Congress a few days ago, 
setting forth the objects of the asso- 
ciation. 

The -card declares non-sectarian 
and non-partisan, composed only of 
true Americans, regardless of nation- 
ality, for the purpose of purifying pol- 
itics, attacking no man’s religion as 
long as he does not make it an ele- 
ment in politics; that its aim is to pre- 
serve in government principles a dec- 
laration of independence against the 
encroachments of all foreign = influ- 
ences; that it regards all religio-politi- 
cal organizations as enemies of civil 
and religious liberty; that it is unwise 
to give political or military power to 
men who owe support or allegiance 
to any foreign power, political or ec- 
clesiastical; 
unsectarian, free-school system, and 
opposes the use of public lands for sec- 
tarian purposes. 

It also favors the enactment of laws 
to protect American laborers from the 
influences of pauper and criminal labor 
sent here by European societies, but 
is not opposed to honest, educated im- 
migrants, who are ready to become 
genuine American citizens.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) Six men were killed, and 
others, supposed to be dead, are under 
the ruins; a dogen people were injured, 
several horses are dead, and property 
was damaged to the extent of about 
$10,000, the sum total of the havoc 
wrought by the explosion of a boiler 
this afternoon in the stables of the Dry 
Dock and Battery-street Railway on 
East Twenty-fourth street. The follow- 
ing is a list of the dead as far as is 
known:

Without warning, about 1 o'clock, a 
terrific crash was heard, and the air 
was filled with bricks, timbers, iron and 
debris of ali- descriptions.

COLUMBIA (S. C.,) Nov. 2.—(By the 
‘Associated Press.) Since the Farmers’ 
Alliance of South Carolina voted, as a 
prerequisite to the receiving of Alliance 
votes. that all candidates in the Demo- 
cratic primaries next year must pledge 
themselves to support the Ocala plat- 
form indorsed by ‘the Populists at 
Omaha, against the platform of any 
political party, the belief has been con- 
firmed by the declaration in the silver 
debate by Senator Irby, who is the 
State Democratic chairman, that, if con- 
ditional repeal should prevail, he and 
his people, the Alliance men, would re- 
fuse to follow Democratic leadership 
further. and that he would vote against 


,anv tariff-reform measure introduced in 


behalf of the national administration. 

The probable result of this policy is 
indicated in a letter from Gen Wade 
Hampton, Federal commissioner of rail- 
roads, to the editor of the Cotumbia 
State, saying: “My own judgment is 
clear that the time has come when the 
line should be drawn between those 
who stand on the Ocala platform and 
those who stand on that of the national 
Democracy. No man who upholds the

CAPE TOWN, Nov. 2.—(By Cable ana 
Associated Press.) A special to the As- 
sociated Press reports that King Loben- 
gula is flying north. When last re- 
ported by native runners, he was try- 
ing to rally his troops in the vicinity of 
Kwelo. about one hundred miles from 
Buluwayo, and 140 miles west of Fogg. 
Carter. 

He seems. from the dispatches, te 
have fallen into a complete trap, and 
his further flight north toward the 
Zambesi River has been blocked. The 
Isetsefly country is in his rear, Fort 
Salisbury on his right flank; while on 
the left the British columns are ad- 
vancing. It is expected that he will be 
compelled to surrender in a few days. 

During the march toward the Kwelo 
River, the British saw numerous bodies 
of Matabeles, but the latter always re- 


Maj. Forbes sent a body of scouts in 
the direction of the headquarters of the 
strongest Matabele regiment. They 
found the natives in large force, ap- 
parently prepared to make a desperate 
resistance. When informed of this, 
Mai. Forbes sent forward a force of 100 
troopers, supported by two_rapid-fire 
guns. They felt the way carefully 
to within a short distance of the kraal, 
and placed the Maxim guns in a com- 
manding position. and then charged. 
To the astonishment of the troopers, 
they found not a single soul in the 
kraal. and the Matabeles in full flight 
in t istance. 

Or October 23. a small body of British 
under Capt. White. who were guarding. 
a lot of prisoners, were attacked by the 
Matabeles. The latter were repulsed 
after a sharp engagement, in which 
several were killed. The British losta 
number of men. including Capt. Gud- 
ette. After the British columns crossed 
the Shangela River, they were con- 
stantly surrounded by the Matabeles, 
who feared, however, to attack. 

On October 31, the Matabeles, 5000 
strong. made a furious attack on the 
British from several sides at once. 
They showed admirable discipline and 
the greatest bravery. The British re- 
served their fire until the Matabeles 
were at close range; then they opened . 


rapid-fire 

The Matabeles came on desperately 
for a time. but could not withstand the 
fearful slaughter, and finally broke and 
fled, leaving 500 killed and wounded on 
the field, and carrying with them hyn- 
dreds of other wounded, besides’ thoge 
able to stagger away in the retreat, 
many of whom have since died. The 
British lost only two killed and six 
wounded. From there to Buluwayo 
the British found the way unobstructed, 
the Matabeles evidently being too dis- 
heartened to attempt further resistance, 


COMMONS REASSEMBLED.

The Road to Anarchy. 

In a Democratic campaign the active 
politician, in furtherance of party ends, 
sometimes tells the truth about his 
party methods without weighing the 
results which may follow from his 
frankness. This has recently been the 
case in Brooklyn, N. Y., where the 
chairman of a Democratic campaign 
‘eommittee issued a circular to the sa- 
loon-keepers of that city for the purpose 
of rallying them to the support of the 
Democratic municipal-ticket. He first 
calls their attention in this circular to 
the effects of the Republican party of 
New York in the direction of high | 
license, and then proceeds to set forth 
his plea in the following language: 

“You are, no doubt, aware that under 
the present Democratic administration 
in this city your business has been pro- 
tected. There have been no. harsh 
measures used to suppress it, although 
the laws as they stand are very oppres- 
sive. It should be your duty to see 
your friends and have them register 
and vote the Democratic ticket on elec- 
tion day.”’ 

There is a Democratic leader in muni- 
cipal politics who is seeking to obtain 
votes on the ground that his party, 
considering the laws upon the statute 
boeks “‘oppressive,’’ have failed to en- 
force them, and a certain class of citi- 
zens have been permitted to violate 
them with impunity. It is this very 
same principle that has characterized 
Cleveland in relation to the Geary law, 
and which makes private judgment 
superior to legislative action, If this is 
to be the policy of Democratic leaders, 
it will not be long before every honest 
Democrat will feel called upon to cut 
the traces which hold him to his party, 
and seek some political organization 
that is in favor of honest government 
and the enforcement of the laws. 

It has been said that the best method 
of getting rid of bad laws is to enforce 
them. The people are the judges in this 
matter, and Americans at large are not 
yet ready to wink at violations, of law, 
even if those violations are for the

poor people. 

It is complained that an immense 
number of persons who, in former times, 
would have worked with their hands, 
as their fathers did before them, are 
Deing educated to work. with their 
heads. There is a general leveling-up 
of the social grades, if you look at it 
optimistically. The son of the artisan 
becomes a clerk, the son of the clerk 
aspires to teach school; the son of\ the 
achool-teacher aspires to go to a lead- 


ing college. The result is that there. 
are fifty times too many clerks, hun- |

man with board and lodging. 

Every year this problem bécomes a 
more serious one, as universities and 
colleges are multiplied on every hand. 
It is a common thing in this country to 
find classical scholars waiting upon the 
table at restaurants or driving street 
cars. Many of these men would make 
excellent teachers or professors, but 
the demand for such people is quite 
limited and altogether out of propor- 
tion to the supply. The lesson which 
this state of affairs teaches is, we be- 
lieve, that the crying need of ‘the hour 
is for more manual training-schools and 
less universities. Let the boys be 
taught a useful trade, so that after they 
leave school they will not be forced to 
compete with the great army of un- 
skilled labor, which is being so rapidly 
swelled by immigration. Such training 
might be given in connection with other 
branches of learning. Then, -if the 
young man possesses ability and am- 
bitiibn to fit himself for one of the 
learned professions, the fact that he 
understands a mechanical trade will 
prove no drawback to his future ad- 
vancement. In Germany they regard 
this question in a more practical light 
than we do. All the members of the 
imperial family, and the royal family 
of England, which is of German de-

At present ‘hey are simply be- 
ing moved on frora place to place, get- 
ting contributions of food at each 
point. This is a state of affairs which, 
of course, c@#nnot last indeffnitely.

CHINESE AGAIN.

Cases Before Commis- 
sioner Van Dyke. 


One of the Verdugo Heathen 
Ordered Set Free. 


He Successfully Establishes His 


Right of Residence. 


The Mon Ah Cou Case Continued —Chinese 
Inspector Lynch Makes a Pertinent 
Declaration—Lem You 
Captured.

The latest batch of Chinese arrested 
at Verdugo for illegal residence in the 
‘United States have furnished a re- 
newal of grist for the deportation mill. 
These arrests were not under the regis- 
tration clause of the Geary act, but 
under the exclusion act of 1882, which 
prohibited further immigration. 

Ah Sui, one of the Verdugo China- 
men, had his trial yesterday before 
United States Commissioner Van Dyke, 
and, as soon as the evidence was all 
in, was discharged from custody. Ah 
Sui claimed that he was in this coun- 
try about thirteen years, and introduced 
credible white witnesses to substantiate 
his contention. A former employer tes- 
tifled that Sui had worked for him 
about, thirteen or fourteen years ago 
on a ranch near Bakersfield. A former 
Ship inspector of the Hop Wah Com- 
pany, of. which the defendant is a fol- 
lower, testified that, in 1879 or 1880 he 
boarded the vessel on which Sui ar- 
rived at San Francisco, and cared for 
him, as he did for others of the com- 
pany who came over at the same time. 
The inspector, who is now a Chinese 
merchant in this city, was asked how 
he happened to remember Sui after all 
these years. He replied. that he and Sui 
were raised in the same town in China, 
and that he personally knew the de- 
fendant almost from birth. When 
asked by Assistant United States At- 
torney Hannon how long he himself 
had been in this country, the Hop Wah 
inspector naively replied that he had 
lived in California so many years that 
it would puzzle him to remember the 
exact time. 

The defendant himself was then 
placed on the stand, and told such a 
straight story that he was promptly 
acquitted. During the taking of testi- 
mony by the government, the com-’ 
Plaining witness, named Chase, was 
taken sharply in hand by Mr. Thomas, 
who represented the defense. Mr. 
Thomas asked the witness howW he knew 
that Ah Sui was illegally in the coun- 


a fact. why he swore to such an allega- 
tion in the complaint. 
The witness became somewhat un- 
easy. but the commissioner came to his 
relief by stating that the exclusion act 
placed the burden of proof upon the 
and not upon the prosecu- 

on. 
The attorney then went on to explain 
the hardships the Chinese were put to 
in being compelled to hunt up the re- 
quired proof of residence at the mere 
Say-so of white people who swear to 
things they know nothing about. Mr. 
Thomas then subsided, but not before 
he had noted the customary exceptions. 
These were entirely superfluous, how- 
ever, considering the final’ dutcome of 
the case. 

SOMEWHAT OF A MUDDLE. 
Another case before the commissioner 
was that of Mon Ah Cou, a China- 
man, who had visited the Flowery King- 
dom, after a very indefinite residence 
here, and then returned to this coun- 
try. Although he was supplied with 
the regulation photograph certificate, 
the data thereon was sufficient to cause 
Collector Wise to refuse him a land- 
ing in San Francisco. Thereupon, Mon 
Ah Cou, through his alleged partners, 
had telegrams sent from several promi- 
nent parties here to Collector Wise, 
stating that the Chinaman was entitled 
to land. Upon these representations 
Mon Ah Cou was permitted to enter 
this country, and Chinese Inspector 
John Lynch sent to Los Angeles to see 
whether all was straight. Mr. Lynch 
also had other duties to perform, but 
ascertained enough about Mon Ah Cou 
to bring the matter to the attention of 
the Federal authorities. 
The fatal defect in Mon Ah Cou’s 


a resident for only eight years, and 
a merchant in Los Angeles three years, 
being at that time, August 1, 1894, a 
member of the firm of Kim Yuen & Co. 
This certificate was signed by F. 3 
Coulter, Charles H Forbes, John Alton 
and R. 8. Day. Three of these gentle- 
men were placed on the stand yester- 
day, and testified substantially that 
they only knew Mon Ah Cou through 
the representations of other Chinese 
merchants. ; 

The defendant, when placed on the 
stand, contradicted himself many times. 
He said he first came to the United 
en years ago, but could 
not account for more than twelve yéars 
of the time. he said he ran 
business in San Francisco for eight 
years, and then come to Los Angeles, 
where he has been in the drug and 
business on Marchessault 
street for seven, nine and fourteen” 
years, according to his different state- 
ments. He admitted that lottery 
tickets were formerly sold in his com- 
pany’s store, but emphatically denied 
that such illegal traffic was carried on 
there at the present time. 

This case was continued until to- 
day, to allow the admission of furtiier 
testimony, which could not be produced 
until that time. 

WHAT INSPECTOR LYNCH SAYS. 

Chinese-Inspector John Lynch, who 
has been in Los Angeles for several 
weeks, left for San Francisco last 


night. Besides being detailed in the 
Mon Ah Cou and other suspicious 
cases, he has been engaged in taking 
a census of the Chinese firms in this 
city, and ascertaining the exact num- 
ber and name of the partners claiming 
to have interests therein. Mr. Lynch 
says that the average number in each 
firm is about ten, and that he came 
across one business house where eigh- 
teen celestials claimed joint owner- 
ship. Several firms have fifteen part- 
ners, and there are many composed 
of from ten to thirteen integral "gait 
There are a few Chinese business- 
houses on Spring and Main streets, 
where the partnerships are limited to 
from three to five individuals, but 
these are few and far between. 

Mr. Lynch is a painstaking official, 
and was assistant engrossing clerk of 
the Assembly at Sacramento last win- 
ter He was appointed to his present 
position by Secretary Carlisle some 
time ago, and he has recently been 
ordered to report to Collector Wise. 
Mr. Lynch has interviewed each one 
of the merchants, bankers, and others 
who have been in the habit of sub- 
scribing to Chinese traveling certifi- 
cates without paying attention to the 
text of these documents. The inspector 
Says that Collector Wise attaches great 
weight to the signatures of well-known 
business men to these certificates, but 
that after he renders his report the 
Collector will probably be more par- 
ticular in this regard, Mr. Lynch said 
it is certainly a fact that Los Angeles 
merchants have subscribed their names 
to these documents without paying 
proper attention to the contents, and

LEM YOU CAUGHT. 

Lem You, Charley Ah Him’s right 
bower, and for whom a warrant has 
been out several months, is now in the 
toils, and will have his trial as soon as 
Judge Ross returns from San Fran- 
cico. Lem is a notorious highbinder, 
who has served time for perjury, hav- 
ing been convicted in the State courts. 
Lem skipped as soon as he heard that 
a warrant had been issued, and kept 
out of the way of the officers until a 
few days ago, when it was learned 
that he was again in this city. He 
had been in San Francisco and Oregon, 
and evidently came out of hiding on 
the strength of the lull in Chinese 
arrests. But the warrant was-in the 
marshal’s hands, and Lem was appre- 
hended as soon as his whereabouts 
were known. He will probably be or- 
dered deported, even if the McCreary 
bill is passed, as his previous criminal 
record is against him.

THE FRUIT-GROWERS. 


Orchardists and Farmers in Ses- 
sion at Ontario. 


Joint on of the Farmers’ Institute and 


the Pomological Society—Interest- 
ing Papers Read by the 
Members. 


A joint session of the Southern’ Cali- 
fornia Pomological Society and _ the 
Southern California Farmers’ Institute 
convened in the A.O.U.W. Hall in On- 
tario Thursday. The Reception Com- 
mittee had made all arrangements, and 
the first day’s session went off without 
a hitch. The stage was beautifully 
decorated with flowers, and the word 
‘““‘Welcome’’ was suspended over the 
stage, and was also in flowers. The 
meetings are growing in importance 
every year, and touch matters of inter- 
est to every section of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

The. first thing in order was an ad- 
dress of welcome in behalf of the Pomo- 
logical Society, .by President N. W. 
Blanchard of Ventura. He was wn- 
avoidably detained, and Vice-President 
W. E. Collins of Ontario presided in his 
stead. President C. C. Thompson of 
Pasadena, president of the Farmers’ In- 
stitute, was ill and could not be present. 

The minutes of the preceding meetings 
of both societies were read and ap- 
proved. 

A brief recess was then taken, dur- 
ing which time a goodly number of new 
members came up and signed the con- 
stftution and by-laws and paid their 
admission fees. The first address was 
by H. C. Shinn, of the State University 
Experimental Station. at Berkeley. 
His long experience enabled him to give 
many valuable points to the farmers 
in regard to soil.in this country and in 
Europe. He stated that in this country 
we were dealing with virgin soil, and, 
therefore, the experiments in raising 
fruits of all kinds were necessarily dif- 
ferent from those of Europe. He will 
be heard again during the convention. 

At this point it was decided that the 
proceedings of the ‘last convention, 
which had been printed in book form, 
should be presented to the members 
free of charge, after which they ad- 
journed until afternoon. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The first thing in order at the after- 
noon session was the reading of a paper 
by H. G. Keesling of San Jose on 
“Poultry and Fruit-raising.’’ The gen- 
tleman said that chickens would not 
eat oranges, advocated raising fowls in 
orchards, both for fertilizers and for 
profits accruing from the eggs and 
chickens, stating that eggs and fowls 
are legal tender in California. The pa- 
per was roundly applauded, but some of 
the brethren knocked the arguments 
out on the ground that chickens did 
peck into oranges, and cleaned out the 
inside, when, of course, the orange was 
not very marketable. 

Mr. Smith of Santa Ana said that on 
ten acres he had raised a little of 
everything in the way of fruits and 
chickens, cows and horses, and found it 
a very profitable investment. 

The next was a reading of a paper 
on “Pruning the Olive,” by John S. 
Calkins of Pomona. A general discus- 
sion followed the subject, during which 
the fact was developed that the Man- 
zanillo, the Nevadilla and the Mis- 
sion were the most profitable olives for 
Southern California. The Mission, hav- | 
ing 24 per cent. oil, the Nevadilla 26, 

Mr. Wilson of San Fernando said he 
did not like imperials and queens, and 
advocated the pulling up of the pep-' 
per-trees on Ontario’s beautiful Euclid 

ting, , 
stating _ that the revenue from the 
olives would furnish enough money ‘to 
run the city government. His remarks 
were roundly applauded, but he had to 
haul in his horns, for Miss Freeman of 
Ontario, who has considerable property 
in the place, informed the gentleman 
from San Fernando that the Ontario 
city government was not so poor that 
they had to sacrifice everything beau- 
tiful for something useful. The dis- 
cussion was immediately dropped. 
The fact was also developed in regard 
to the olive tree that they did better 
without irrigation. It was stated that 
if you begin watering the olive tree 
you will have to keep it up, but that 
they do far better without any irriga- 
tion whatever. 

The next paper was one on the 
“Pruning of Lemon Trees,” by I. C. 
Wood of Ontario. A general discus- 
sion followed the paper, and while 
there were many opinions expressed, 
the consensus of opinion seemed to be 
to prune the trees only a short dis- 
tance up from the ground, as the 
drooping limbs protected the trunk 
of the tree from the wind and sun, and 
also kept the ground moist. Another 
idea was that the fruit could be much 
more easily gathered, and that budded 
trees bore most of the fruit down near 
the ground, while the seedlings bore 
their fruit near the top. 

After discussion of the gum disease 
on the lemon tree, the convention ad- 
journed to meet again this (Friday) 
morning at 9:30 o’clock. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

A joint meeting of the 
Southern California Pomological So- 
ciety and Farmers’ Institute convened 
here today. The morning session was 
devoted to routine business and an ad- 
dress on the ‘‘Relation of the State Uni- 
versity to Farm Interests,” by C. H.

THE UNEMPLOYED. 


Arrival of Another Army 
From the North. 


Over Three Hundred Hungry 
Men in the Party. 


They Have Established Camps in the 
River Bed 


Where They Were Fed Last Evening—Food 
Contributed by the Restaurants, 
Bakeries and Grocery 
Houses. 


A party of about two hundred and 
fifty of the unemployed reached the 
city from the North yesterday. This 
number, in addition to the sixty who 
reached the city Wednesday,’ makes 
Something over three hundred men now 
in town. 

The larger party has a camp, or rather 
three camps, close together, near tne 
river, and about half a mile above the 
Buena Vista street bridge. 

Leaders of the two parties called cn 
Chief Glass yesterday afternoon, and in 
response to their appeal for aid he made 
@ canvass about town. In a short time 
about three hundred loaves of . bread 
were secured, besides a quantity of ba- 
con, potatoes, canned corned beef, cof- 
fee, sugar and other articles. These 
were soon loaded on two wagons. Chief 
Glass mounted the seat with the driver 
of one of these and the eatables were 
taken to the approach of the Buewsa 
Vista street bridge, where the sixty men 
were given one loaf of bread each and a 
portion of the other provisions. 

The trip was then continued across 
the bridge and up the river to a point 
near the Southern: Pacific crossing. 

Here a sorry spectacle was presented. 
Two hundred and fifty men, begrimed’ 
with dust and locomotive smoke, many 
of them in none too good clothing, and 
all with a hungry expression on their 
faces, were to be seen grouped about 
fires at camps one, two and three, as 
they had named them. 

The arrival of provisions was hailed 
with apparent delight, but it was soon 
found that it was no easy matter to 
divide sacks of potatoes and other 
things among so many men in a man- 
ner satisfactory to all. Some of the 
men appeared to be afraid they would 
not get their share of the rations, but 
Chief Glass told them they must divide 
the things themselves. The wagons, 
were quickly unloaded and. the con-' 
tents divided as fairly as possible under 
the circumstances. 

A large number of the men had either 
overcoats or blankets, while some of 
them carried tin cans or pails, which 
could be used as cooking utensils. 

In order to cook a meal two railroad 
ties would be laid on the ground paral- 
lel to each other and about one foot 
apart. Smaller wood would be burned 
in between the ties. Pieces of railroad 
iron would be laid across and on these 
pieces of iron there could be set the 
Square tin cans, such as are used to 
hold coal oil. These cans, when well 
cleaned, would be filled with water, 
which potatoes could be boiled or. in 
which soup could be made. : 

It is expected the men will leave town 
for the East some time today. They 
express themselves as hopeful that they 
can find work on the levee at New Or- 
leans or on some of the sugar or rice 
plantations in Louisiana. ' 


IS NOT MODERN. 
Evidence That Elevators Were in Use Long 


Ago. 

(Philadelphia Telegraph:) Af enter- 
prising investigator of the mechanics of 
our grandfathers has discovered that 
the lift or elevator is not a modern in- 
vention. An ingenious contrivance of a 
similar nature was constructed in the 
middle of the seventeenth century in 
Paris by a man named Velayer, who 
called his invention a flying chair. Ve- 
layer’s lift was not merely a toy; it 
became very fashionable with rich peo- 
ple on account of its utility. It was 
simply a chair attached to a rope which 
Was passed over a pulley—or something 
which did duty for one—and had a 
weight at its other end to counterbal- 
ance the chair and its occupant. It con- 
tinued in fashion until a mishap oc- 
curred to the King’s daughter at Ver- 
sailles. On one occasion the machinery 
failed to work when she was half way 
up, and she stuck there for three good 
hours before she could be rescued -by 
her servants, who had to break the wall 
to release her. 

“Flying chairs’’ were not much used 
at court afterward. Some years later 
M. Thronier, who dabbled in mechanics 
in his leisure time, made a similar chaif 

hich he worked from the balcony out- 
‘side his window. He thus escaped the

In explanation of this 
curious fact. a well-known physician 
advances the theory that holding the 
breath partially closes the pores of the 
skin, and thus leaves no opening for at- 
tack. This interesting statement ex- 
plains and enhances the value of a 
practice I have followed for the preven- 
tion of colds. For many years my oc- 
cupation took me to crowded political 
and labor meetings, generally held in 
rooms destitute of any means of ven- 
tilation. The heat was intense, theair 
fetid and poisonous. I have left such 
meetings bathed in perspiration and 
plunged into the chill air of a winter's 
night, thereby running the risk of 
catching the severest cold. Yet, strange 
to say, I enjoyed a singular immunity 
from such aggravating ailments, At 
the first touch of cold air, I took a deep 
inspiration, and then held my breath 
for half a minute, in the meantime 
walking as fast as I could. During that , 
half minute, the pores of the skin were 
closed against the chilling atmosphere, 
and. by the time the lungs called for re- 
invigoration, the body had considerably 
cooled. and the risk of a chill was over. 
I recommend this practice to. public 
speakers, vocalists, entertainers and 
those who are eee to frequent un- 
duly-heated rooms. In my Own case, 
the practice never failed, and, although 
I fully believe in its value, I. never un- 
derstood the reason of it until a learned

HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


Tenth Anniversary of Its Organization—An 
Interesting Programme. 

A large and intelligent audience as- 
sembled in Caledonia Hall last evening 
to listen to papers read before the His- 
torical Society on the tenth anniversary 
of its organization. 

President E. W. Jones read a paper . 
setting forth the objects and aims of 
the society, and something of its needs. 

The secretary read a letter from Col. 
J. J. Warner giving some _ historical 
_ of the decade between 1830 and 

The secretary, J. M. Guinn, read a 
paper on “The Past, Present and Fu- 
ture of the Historical Society.” The 
paper was well received, and, on mo- 
tion, was ordered published in one of 
the daily papers. 

H. D. Barrows read a very interest- 
ing and valuable paper on “‘The Men 
and Events of the '50s and Early ’60s." 
It recalled the names of many of the 
men active in the business and public 


| affairs of the city forty years ago. 


Gen. John Mansfield read a paper 
giving some very interesting reminis- 
cences of his first impressions of Los 
Angeles city, its people and its build- 
ings, in 1875. He described the finan- 
cial panic of 1875, the dry year of 1877, 
and the completion of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad. 

Mrs. Jeanne C. Carr told of a visit to 
the present site of Pasadena in 1869, 
when it was a sheep pasture, and how 
their little party got lost on its roadless 
expanse. She sketched the first begin- 
nings of Pasadena or Indiana Colony, 
twenty years ago, and briefly outlined 
its growth. 

Judge Edwin Baxter read a paper 
called “Leaflets From the History of 
the ‘’80s.” His first experience with a 
prickly pear or tuna cactus amused his 
audience, if it was not very amusing to- 
him at the time of its occurrence. His 
account of some of the court customs, 
now obsolete, was very amusing, and 
greatly interested his audience. 

Mr. Polly of Pasadena gave a short 
talk on “‘A History of San Pedro In 1830. 
to 1832,"’ written by Col. J. J.. Warner. 
He promised a paper on. the subject. 

The papers read were all of a superior 
order and contained valuable histort-, 
cal matter.

Staff Captain McIntyre dwelt espe- 
cially, in his opening words, upon the 
rare treat which the festival had af- 
forded, and upon the unity of spirit, 
brotherly love and oneness of mind 
which had pervaded the assemblage. 
He also made some very telling re- 
marks, in a retrospective way, looking 
back over the past of the army, and 
recounting the wonderful gain it has 
made in numbers, recognition and 
popularity. Once—and not long ago— 
no Christian would take a member of 
the army by the hand, no newspaper 
would give it favorable report, it 
could never win a case in a court of 
law, it met only slander and persecu- 
tion.

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 


The Grant Party Delighted—Midwinter Fair 
Exhibit. 

The Grant party, consisting of Mrs. 
Julia D. Grant, Ulysses 8S. Grant, Jr., 
wife and five children, have arrived on 
Gen. Dodge’s private car. They~came 
over the Santa Fe route, and the party 
expressed themselves as delighted with 
the trip, none of them being in the 
least fatigued. 

It was thought at first that they 
would go to San Diego and make a stay 
at the Coronado, but they came directly 
here and have engaged a suite of rooms 
at the Arlington Hotel. Jesse Grant is 
at present in San Diego, and the party 
expect to visit him during the winter, 
so U. 8S. Grant, Jr., says, but they ex- 
pect to make Santa Barbara their head- 
quarters for the winter and probably 
next summer. 

On Wednes&ay afternoon Mrs. Grant 
and the rest of the party took a drive 
around the suburbs of Santa Barbara, 
and are delighted with the place and 
the climate. In the course of a con- 
versation, Mr. Grant said: ‘‘My father 
was always a great admirer of the Pa- 
cific Coast. In his younger days he was 
stationed in Oregon, but had to pass 
through California to reach his post. 
He was charmed with California, even 
then, and when was appointed general- 
in-chief of the army, expressed a re- 
gret at his appointment, as he had 
planned to make his home in California. 
He was a strong, healthy man, and did 
not desire to make the change ac- 
count of his health, but simply because 
he thought California was an ideal resi- 
dence State. In their trip around the 
world Gen. and Mrs. Grant mad@a great 
many friendships in San Francisco, 
which my mother hopes to renew when 
she visits there this winter, as she will 
undoubtedly do. It is one of the great 
cities. and while it has not the climate 
of Santa Barbara, is a great city for 
recreation. My mother did not leave 
the East on account of fearing a severe 
winter, as has been published, because 
she has spent over sixty winters there, 
and feels fully able to stand many 
more. The reason we come to Califor- 
nia is because of its delightful climate.”’ 

Mr. Grant expressed himself as 
somewhat surprised that Southern 
California had recovered so quickly 
from the effects of the ‘‘boom.” He 
said that the party hoped to visit ,all 
the interesting places in California, 
and will probably spend a little time 
in San Diego, where his brother Jesse 
is, but find Santa Barbara so conge- 
nial that they are loath to leave it. 

The arrival of the Grant party marks 
the opening of the tourist season in 
Santa Barbara. The Arlington Hotel 
reopened November 1, under the man- 
agement of C. C. Wheeler, and the 
Lorillards and Duryeas of New York 
are already on the way to spend an- 
other winter here. 

A MIDWINTER FAIR EXHIBIT. 

Barbarenos are somewhat surprised 
at the rumor which has gained credence 
in Los Angeles that this county would 
decline to make an exhibit at the Mid- 
winter Fair.

ment. Of course, it is generally under- 
stood that the joint exhibit at the Mid- 
‘winter Fair will be like the joint fruit 
display at the California building in 
Jackson Park — the Angelenos. will 
coolly appropriate all the glory arising 
out of the joint display of Southern 
California. This is expected, because 
Los Angeles assumed and assumes the 
same kindly, parental supervision over 
Southern California that San Francisco 
does over the State. Santa Barbara 
will have an aquarium, which is, it’ is 
true, a private enterprise, but will, nev- 
ertheless, be a Santa Barbara exhibit, 
but she is not contented with this, and 
will do her share, from all appearances, 
to keep up Southern California prestige.

AFTER MANY YEARS 


Antoine Begon’s Plea for | 
3 a Divorce. 


He Charges Cruelty Against 
His Wife. 


They Disagreed After Thirty-seven 


Years of Harmony. 


Another Detey in the Sciscich Will Contest 
Hearing — Petty Criminals Before 
Judge Smith—Routine of 
the Courts. 


Antoine Begon, aged 71 years, and 
Marie Begorr, aged 64 years, are parties 
to a suit for divVérce now on trial in 
Judge McKinley’s court behind closed 
doors. 

The extreme age of the couple and 
other unusual attending circumstances 
make the case altogether a singular 


brought 
to the attention of the Superior judges 


‘for settlement. 


The queerest part of all is that An- 
toine Begon is the plaintiff in the case, 
and he brings the suit on the grounds 
of cruelty. The Begons are quite well- 
to-do. They own a large amount of 
property in this city, and have always 
stood well in the estimation of their 
countrymen. Now, after thirty-seven 
years of married life, they have dis- 
agreed, and the divorce suit has en- 
sued. 

Begon, whose body is distorted and 
cramped with suffering and disease, 
told his almost pitiful story on the 
Stand yertérday as the first witness in 
his own behalf. 


It appears that the complaint upon 
which the divorce is asked for is that: 
the plaintiff has been inhumanly and 
cruelly treated by his wife in. many dif- 
ferent ways. According to his plea, 
Mrs. Begon of late refused to attend to 
his wants while he was ill. Becoming 
too sick to be able to care for himself, 
he was removed to a hospital, and there 
also his wife refused to procure for 
him thre prorer care that she was able 
to, In addition to all this, she accused 
him of threatening to poison her. This 
Was the last straw. and as soon as he 
recovered sufficiently, divorce proceed- 
ings were instituted. 

The plaintiff’s side is being conducted 
by J. Marion Brooks and Marble & 
Phibbs, Esqs., Denis & Hannon, Esgqs., 
being entered as attorneys for the de- 
fente. 

-~ ANOTHER DELAY. - 

The Sciscish will case did not come up 
in Department Two yesterday morning 
as set, but went over for one more day 
to accommodate Attorney’ York, .who 
was ehgaged in another department.

Paul, for whom the contestants are 
fighting.

(London Telegraph:) An extraordi- 
nary occurrence was witnessed in Lon- 
don recently.

Jim is 
said to have reached the age of 75 
without, so far as appears, a stain on 
his reputation. No doubt he had had his 
occasional outbreaks of passing misbe- 
havior. To no one, be he man or ele- 
phant, is it given to play out his part in 
the drama of existence, especially when 
it runs tosoconsiderable a length, with- 
out a single slip. However, it is pretty 
clear that Jim's aberrations from the 
path of virtue could never have been 
very serious, or the manager would 
not have taken him out controlled only 
by; a hooked stick for a walk in the 
streets or a northern suburb, and ac-, 
companied by no more influential com- 
panions than two Indian llamas, each 
in charge of a boy. 

The outing was, no doubt, one of an 
ordinary character, and must have 
seemed safe cnough to those who had 
permitted it; but, asa matter of fact, 
it was disastrous.

BANK NOTE MICROBES. 


How and Where Paper Money Becomes Par- 
ticularly Bad. 


Two Havanese bacteriologists, Drs. 
Acosta and Grande-Rossi, conceived the 
‘idea, surely an original one, of studying 
the microbes of bank notes. They have 
published the result of their researches 
onthe notes of the Spanish Bank of 
Havana. They have proved, in the 
first place, that the weight of these 
notes increases in the course of their 
circulation, by reason of the addition 
foreign matter. At the end of a cer- 
tain time, the bacteriological analysis 
demonstrated a considerable increase 
in the number of microbes; in two 
cases this number rose to more than 
nineteen thousand. ‘The physicians dis- 
covered specially the presence of a sep- 
tic bacillus, which rapidly kills animals 
inoculated with it; this, to speak prop- 
erly, is the specific microbe of the bank 
note, and Tallamon thinks that the 
name ‘‘bacilius septicus aurens,’’ could 
be justly given to it. Messrs. Acosta 
and Grande-Rossi have, besides, recog- 
nized distinctly in the bank notes exam- 
ined by them, eight pathogenic species, 
among which were tne bacillus of tu- 
bercosis, that of diphtheria, and the 
streptococcus of erysipelas. The two 
bacteriologists do not say what were 
the denominations of the notes they ex- 
perimented with. It may be supposed, 
however, that they did not use notes of 
f.1000 or even f.100, ‘If the notes 
were of that size, it will be difficult to 
verify their experiments in all labora- 
tories, the means of which in general 
do not permit such prodigality.. What 
use can the Havanese make of their 
bank notes that they become such re- 
ceptacles of microbes? Messrs. Acosta 
and Grande-Rossi declare that the chil- 
dren of Havana are accustomed to carry 
bank notes in their mouths, It is easy 


to believe that the adults carry them 
elsewhere.

The rain, which 
was| quite heavy in some districts;

plowing and seeding. Detailed reports 
follow: 

San Luis Obispo county—San Luis 
Obispo city: The rains ef the 24th of 
October caught a feW beans still in the 
field, doing a little damiage. Musick: 
Vintage atid fruit-drying are finished 
in exeellent condition. No damage re- 
sulted from the rains, except possibly 
to a few late beans. 

Ventura county—Bardsdale: Nearly 
an inch of rain fell last Tuesday, start- 
ing the grass in places, stopping moun- 
tain fires and making it cooler. Plow- 
ing has. begun. 

Los Angeles county—Lancaster: Rain 
fell off and on all day last Tuesday, 
wetting the ground from three to six 
inches deep. A little hay was dameged. 
Pasadena: Last week's rain gave the 
ground a good wetting, and some few 
farmers are plewing; every one is now 
preparing for rain. Oranges will be a 
g00d crop in navels and a light one in 
seedlings. Lemons will be a fine crop. 
Duarte: The week was warm and clear, 
except the last two days, which were 
cool, with fog in the early morning. 
Covina: Three-fourths of an inch of 
rain fell last Tuesday and was surf- 
ficient to start plowing for grain. Con- 
siderable snow fell on the mountains. 
The weather was generally favorable 
for growing crops. 

San Bernardino county — Ontario: 
Raisins are curing slowly, though there 
has been no serious damage from the 
rain. Plowing and seeding for grain 
has begun and a large acreage will be 
planted. Chino: Several mornings were 
very foggy. The beet crop will all be 


harvested the coming week; the beets. 


continue to yield good returns in sugar. 

Riverside county—South Riverside: 
One and one-half inches of rain fell the 
first Of the week and was beneficial to 
fruit trees. 

Orange county—Tustin: Two and a 
quarter inches of rain fell during Octo- 
ber. Heavy fogs prevailed during the 
nights and mornings of the past week, 
somewhat interfering with drying the 
walnut crop, which is being shipped. 
Plowing has commenced on the San 
Joaquin ranch and the soil is in fine 
condition. Buena Park: The rain of 
the éarly part of the week did no dam- 
age of account in this vicinity to grow- 
ing crops or those harvested. ns 

gan Diego ndido: The 
crop of wine grapes of e Big Rock 
ranch this Séason was the largest ever 
produced, and taxed the big tanks of 
the winery to their utmost capacity. 
Bernardo: The raisin crop in High- 
land was nearly all stacked in time for 
the rain, which amounted to half an 
inch. San Diegoecity: The raisin crop 
is about all cured and packed 
and shipping is going On rapidly. The 
crop has been cured in the finest man- 
ner and should bring the best of prices.

Letter from Superintendent Wiggins—Wind- 
ing Up the Exhibit. 

As the matter of disposing of .the 
bulk of the exhibits in the California 
building at the World’s Fair has been 
left to the Board of Supervisors, it is 
probable that they will be trought back 
eventually to Los Angeles, after being 
in part displayed at the Midwinter Fair. 

Mr: Wiggins, who is now absorbed in 
the general winding up of affairs in Chi- 
cago, writes that in regard to selling 
the walnut tower, it would cost more to 
take it down than all that could be ob- 
tafned for it.” The walnutS are stale 
and nobody would buy them, but at the 
Chamber of Commerce they would do 
well for exhibit purposes. Somebody 
would have to be paid to haul the pal- 
ace of plenty out; no one wants the re- 
volving album; and all the other mate- 
rial, which would be of some use to the 
chamber, would bring only about $100. 
This includes some of the display of 
jars, desks, showcases, etc.

Death of James W. Scoville After 
a Long Illness. 


Special Meeting of the Council—More Street 
Work—Visiting City Officials—Per- 
sonal Notes of Interest— 
Brevities. 


In the death of J. W. Scoville, which 
occurred between 10 and 11 o'clock 
Thursday morning, one of. Pasadena’s 
most prominent and beloved citizens 
passed away. He had been seriously ill 
most of the summer and his death was 


mot unexpected. The end was painless 


and peaceful as became one of his years. 


Mr. Scoville was in the 69th year of 
his age. He first came to Pasadena 
from Chicago nearly a decade of years 


ago, and four years later he decided to 


make his permanent residence here, 
largely on account of his wife’s delicate 
health. Although not actively partici- 
pating in public affairs, he always took 
@ lively interest in contributing to the 
wealth and prosperity of the town, and 


on all proper occasions manifested a pub- 


lic spirited generosity that gave him a 
commanding influence among the peo- 
ple. He was one of the most benevolent 
and unselfish men in the.community, 
but was very modest concerning his 
many generous deeds , and seemed anx- 
fous that they should escape public no- 


tice.

oago, where he amassed ‘a large for- |. 


tune in various interests. At the time 
of his death he was president of the 
Prairie State National Bank of that 
city, and of the Chicago Screw Com- 
pany. and vice-president of the Elgin 
atch Company. Hé was also promi- 
néntly associated with Oak Park, a res- 
idence suburb of Chicago, .where his 
public benefactions are particularly no- 
tleeable. He was a director of the Pas-. 
adena Water Company and was a mem- 
ber of the board of trustees of Throop 
University. 
Possessed .of ample means, Mr. Sco- 
ville took especial delight in spending 
money in the way that "would do the 
most good to the greatest number. He 
believed in charity, but in charity that 
was practical. His spare moments were 
largely occupied during the past few 
ears in developing the land bordering 
the arroyo west of town, into a beauti- 
ful park, and his chief source of satis~ 
faction as the work progressed, was al- 
ways that he was thus able to give em- 
loyment to a number of worthy men. 
e had also interested himself in the 
_@stablishment of a public hospital here, 
and, had he lived, that philanthropic 
project would have been early carried 
out. 
Mr. Scoville possessed all those per- 
sonal attributes that go to make up the 
tnhe man.. His tenderness of heart and 


kindness were proverbial, and his mem- 


ory will long be cherished by a large cir- 
cle of warm personal friends, while all 
will unite in doing him honor. He 
gone to rest with the good deeds of 
his life as A Jaétidg monument.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


Growth of the Celery Industry 
in the Peat Lands. 


A Ready Market for All That Can Be Raised. 
Marital Infelicity Aired in Court— 
Adjudged Insane—Local 
Brevities. 


But few people realize to what extent 
the celery industry in the peat lands of 
Orange county is growing. It has only 
been three years since it was first dis- 
covered that’ this popular table product 
would grow to perfection in this rich 
vegetable soil, but in that short time 
the industry has made wanderful prog- 
ress. So great has been the yield, and 
s0 fine has been the quality of the 
vegétable that it has found a market in 
the large cities of the East, ranking 
above the choicest of celery grown in 
any other portion of the United States. 
Since its introduction into the Eastern 
market, so great has been the demand 
for it that vegetable-growers here have, 
and are now being importuned to se 
cure peat land for the coming year to 
plant more extensively to this product, 
the wholesale buyers agreeing to take 
the entire crop at a good, round profit 
to the growers. 

It is estimated that the crop this year 
from the peat lands alone will amount 
to fully one hundred and fifty carloads. 
As each car will contain 1000 dozen or 
more bunches of the vegetable, the to- 
tal output promises to be 150,000 dozen 
bunches. 

At 20 cents per dozen bunches, the 
price now being paid to the growers, 
the crop represents an income to the 
Chinamen of $30,000, which is expended 
for Chinese labor and retained as profit 
by the Chinese gardeners. In all prob- 
ability this amount will be doubled, and 
maybe quadrupled, by another year. If 
there is this amount of money in the in- 
dustry for the Chinaman with his 
‘‘primitive methods,”’ there is surely as 
much or more in it for intelligent white 
labor and the improved machinery of 
today.. The.Times correspondent has 
been informed from a reliable source 
that white, intelligent labor can be 
more advantageously: used in the culti- 
vation of this product than coolie labor, 
and the fact that the wholesale buyers 
do offer 5 cents more per dozen for that 
which has been raised by white men 
should prove a stimulus to the industry 
and should encourage the white Amer- 
ican ranchers to take hold of it, and, 
by so doing, get the benefit of an in- 
come to the county that, by another 
year, promises: to be not far from $100,- 
000.

Charles Potter Judicially Declared Dead— 
New Evidence Introduced. 

The matter of hearing further proof 
of the death of Charles Potter, in order 
that letters of administration might be 
granted to his wife, Mrs. Amanda 
Potter, came up in the Superior Court 
on Thursday, and very strong circum- 
stantial evidence was produced. The 
new evidence was such as to leave little 
doubt- but that the corpse found near 


Arlington last April was that of Pot-- 


ter, and letters of administration were 
granted Mrs. Potter by Judge Noyes. 
The principal witness in the production 
of new testimony was D. . Johnson 
of San Jacinto. He testified that in 
company with the Coroner and others 
he viewed the body when it was ex- 
humed; and that he found the follow- 
ing distinguishing marks, having been 
first told by Mrs. Potter that they were 
possessed by her husband: The back 
teeth were gone, but the front ones 
were good. The fower front teeth were 
much worn eo the left side from 
continually carrying a pipe there; the 
eye-teeth were very ; the beard 
was of the peculiar reddish-brown 


color described; ~ end of the middle | 


finger of the t hand was gone, and 
the first joint 


ossified, because of 
injury received 


when th end was 
crushed, making necessary” the amputa- 
tion. razor found near the body 


“as identified as the one Potter used, 
or just like it. The pouch of plug-cut 
tobacco was such as he used, a pack- 
age of which he purchased before leav- 
ing home. Before leaving, he purchased 
a tan-colored valise, eighteen inches 


long, for $2.75, and another party pur- 
ch one like it from the same store 
at the same time. The valise key 


found in the pocket of the corpse fitted 
the frame of a valise found near the 
hedy, from which the leather had been 
burned, save a little in one corner, 
which showed it to have been new 
when burned. This key fitted’ the 
valise purchased by the other man, and 
his key fitted the frame found near the 
body.’ The handle on the frame had 
not been soiled from use. 

The .zanjero at Arlington com- 
pletely upset the statements of the 
doctors that the body found there had 
been a corpse for at least three weeks, 


and could not, therefore, be Potter, fof” 


he had left home but a week before the 
body was found. He stated that ten 
days before the finding of the body he 
heard a dog howling, and, going to the 
arroyo, found that it had dug into a 
gopher hole, and imprisoned itself. 
Thinking that it could dig out easily, 
he left it. The next day he heard the 
dog still howling, and went and dug 
it out. It was in the hole thus made 
that Potter’s body was placed, and 
there found nine days later. 

As Potter had purchased a ticket at 
Colton for the north (which ficket has 
never been taken up by the railroad,) 
the question arises: How came Potter 
to be in the neighborhood of Arlington, 
where the body was found? The fol- 
lowing very pausible theory fs ad- 
vanced: Potter had a lot of goats, which 
he wanted to sell. He was starting 
for the north with about $2500 in money 
with him. Some one knew these facts, 
and, when Potter was about to board 
the train, told him that he knew of a 
man who would purchase his goats and 
pay cash for them, if he would sell at 
once. The two then took the train 
to Arlington, and started in the direc- 
tion of the herders’ camp, and, when 


part way there, the murder was com- 


mitted. The place where the body was 
found lies between the station and the 
herders’ camp. The evidence given, 
together with what was presented be- 
fore, was considered by Judge Noyes to 
be sufficient proof of death*“and Mrs. 
Potter was made administratrix of the 
property of Charles Potter, deceased, —
